the Irish people have made it a national day of 
rejoicing throughout the world 
Patricius, or 


Patrick, was of noble origin, belonging to a 
Patrician family. History has nutiiin^ certain 
•with regard to his birth-place. lie fell when still 
A youth iu tho lumds of barbarians who brought 
him to Ireland. There he tended thu flocks of 
his master. Glowlug with the ardor of Internal 
devotion, he studied the wonderful works of the 
Creator aud bent In reverential humuge to tlic 
glory of omnipotence. 
Thus exercised in the 


duty of fervent prayer and familiarised with all 
tuut is graud and sublime in creation, he was 
preparing to accomplish the mighty purposes 
for which Heaven Imdordalned him. 
He. gricicd 


to find that a people so brave und bo generous 
were utterly ignorant of the law of (Jod, ami 
dedicated his whole BOU! and itll UK might}' ener- 
gics'to redeem tlicin from the blavery of idola- 
trous worship. Having spent sonic years iu cap- 
tivity, he one day found a vessel ready to eall, 
embarked, landed In France, applied himself to 
the study of sacred littcraturc ; and having spent 
two years In storing his mind with every useful 
knowledge, be wns consecrated Bishop, received 
from the hands of Pope Celestiue the mission of 
Irclaud, aud lauded about the year <1.'JO with a 
fctr disciples ou the Wicklow coast.
